It was in session when 
the Reed report first was issued 
and included in its presentments 
the recommendation that all citi- 
zens should study the Reed report 
and, to this end, that the sponsors 
of the report should immediately 
organize a citizens’ group to draft 
specific recommendations to be 
submitted to the voters. 

“Mr. Harrington's report Mon- 
day will bring all grand jurors up 
to date on what has been done 
during the last two years and also 


may throw some light on why cer- | 


tain other recommendations of our 
grand juries have not been carried 
out’ by our public officials,” Mr. 
Wardlaw asserted. 

“One of the recommendations

The German people did not understand the 
causes for the new war. The British and the 
French people did understand, so much so they 
were the principal force behind it. 

But the German character is not, nationally, 
of the same caliber as British or French. It is of 
a different type. It is more easily regimented, 
its mass opinion is not forceful and it is more 
pliant in the hands of those in power. 

Thus the impossibility of gauging probabili- 
ties as to German public reactions to war, to 
the heavy casualty lists bound to come, to the 
havoc wraught by enemy bombing planes, by 
the same scales with which British or French 
opimion can be weighed. The same rules simply 
do not apply. 

It appears plain, however, that if the Allies 
have no better basis-than belief in German 
revolution for confidence in victory, Aheir cause 
is rather hopeless. If ever German morale is to 
be broken, it will only be after Allied planes 
and ships and guns and men have demon- 
strated, emphatically, that they can destroy 
Nazi armed might.

A Solicitor Reports 

Bond Almand, solicitor of the criminal court 
of Fulton county has had printed and distrib- 
uted, at his own expense, a report on the work 
and record of his office for 1939. That report 
is addressed to the people of Fulton county. 

One of the first features to strike attention 
is the fact that cases involving liquor, or intoxi- 
cation, show a striking decrease compared with 
1938. For instance, in 1938, 600 persons were 
prosecuted on charges of operating an automo- 
bile while intoxicated. For 1939 this category of 
cases decreased by 113. Violations of the liquor 
control act resulted in 1,247 prosecutions in 
1938, with a decrease of 56, to 1,191 in 1939, 

This tendency is in line with the experience 
of the entire country and reveals a highly 
satisfactory trend toward temperance. Statistics 
compiled by the United States Census Bureau 
and other federal authorities reveal a decrease 
in drunkenness and arrests for drunkenness 
since the repeal of the prohibition amendment. 
The change in operation of the liquor business 
from racketeers and criminals to properly reg- 
ulated and licensed dispensers is evidently 
showing gratifying results. 

Proper control of liquor, coupled with edu- 
cation on the evils of intemperate drinking is 
the only road that will ultimately lead to so- 
briety for the nation. 

Solicitor Almand, in his report, makes two 
important suggestions. 

He-urges the creation of a government agen- 
cy to assist those sentenced to terms in the 
county or state prisons, or on the public works, 
to re-establish themselves in society upon their 
release. 

Secondly, he wants an institution, neither a 
convict camp nor an asylum, but midway be- 
tween the two, for the incarceration of those 
who are neither criminals nor lunatics, but who 
border upon the twilight zone of sanity. These 
are those who suffer from various forms of 
dementia due to disease, old age, alcoholism or 
the use of narcotic drugs. They are found in 
the ranks of those arrested for vagrancy. Most 
are without family, home or friends. They are 
pitiful wreckage of life, helpless driftwood on 
the shores of humanity. Not being insane they 
cannot be committed to any asylum and, being 
mentally subnormal, they cannot be placed 
upon the public works. The only choice for the 
court is to turn them loose, again, upon the 
streets or hold them, indefinitely, in jail. 

Wandering the streets of the city they are 
a menace to public health and to public safe- 
ty. If there was some place where such people 
eould receive medical care and be given oppor- 
tunity for wholesome outdoor work adapted to 
their ability, many might be restored mentally 
and physically. 

It would be not only humane, but for the 
safety and wellbeing of the entire community.

William Edgar Borah 

William E. Borah, the “Lion of Idaho,” dean 
of the United States senate and one of the 
most colorful figures of the present century in 
public life in this country, is dead. In his sev- 
enty-fifth year, fate marked finis to a life 
which had profoundly affected the course of 
world affairs. 

A member of the United States senate since 
1907, Borah occupied a _ position of almost 
unique quality in that body. A lifetime Re- 
publican he was, nevertheless, the champion 
of many ultra-progressive proposals. He was 
the storm center of innumerable legislative 
struggles and the leader of many forlorn hopes, 
some of which were changed to victories by the 
dynamic quality of his advocacy. 

No man agreed with everything for which 
Borah, through his long career, stood. Some 
men disagreed with his views on practically 
every issue. Yet none ever questioned his in- 
tegrity or the sincerity of his belief. Friend 
and foe alike always gave him full credit for 
honesty of conviction. 

It was under Borah’s leadership that the 
move to have the United States become a 
member of the League of Nations and of the 
World Court was defeated. He was almost fa- 
natic in his belief that this country should for- 
ever stand aloof from the problems of the old 
world. Thus his influence had much to do 
with the course of world history for, had this 
country taken part in the councils of the 
league, the record of that abortive effort for 
world peace would, undoubtedly, have been far 
different today. 

The death of Senator William E. Borah re- 
moves from the earthly scene a man whose 
courage was unquestioned and whose sincerity 
was undoubted. He made for himself a lasting 
place in the history of America and the world.

SAN FRANCISCO.—I don’t sup- 
pose any city in the United States 
is so conscious of a troublesome, 
alien body as San Francisco is of 
Harry Bridges. It does not really 
matter whether the Australian 
a Communist or not.

YHEN De Soto marched through 
' southwest Georgia 400 years ago, 
he reached the Mississippi a dlsap- 
pointed man. He had not found the gold 
for which he searched. But the trouble with 
De Soto was the fact that he could not 
see an inch from his nose, ¢ would 
have seen the gold over which marched, 
No, all he saw was tribe after tribe of in- 
dinas, living in the midst of th 
grounds which made up Geor; 
forests. 

But there is gold in southwest Georgia, 
plenty of it. And it is in th rm of her 
rich, nature-endowed is and its prod- 
ucts. And if Georgia is the Empire of the 
South, it must be that southwest Georgia 
is the empire within the state of Georgia. 

The southwest corner of Georgia has the 
best year-round climate of 
the state. Near enough to 
Mexico to feel the lambent, 
winds from the Gulf Stream, 
cold.
